The quiet repose gave place to an atti- 
tude of iron resolution as be began his re- 
markable speech, which, dealing with the ques- 
tion of home rule, once more reafiirmed his 
resolution to struggle for the restoration of 
Irish legislative independence without heeding 
the pronunciamentos of English politicians. 

MR. PARNELL’S GREAT SPEECH. 

After referring to the conventions work, and 
making eulogistic reference to the chosen 
candidates, Mr. Parnell proceeded to deal with 
the political situation. When,“ he said, “I 
have expressed my conviction that in a new 
Parliament we should be able to form our 
platform on a single plank and make it a plank 
of legislative independence, my declaration 
bas been received by the English press 
and by some, though not by alli, 
English leaders with a storm of dis 
approval, and they have told us that 
yielding an independent Parliament to Ireland 
was a matter of impossibility. But nothing 
during this interval has in the slightest degree 
diminished my confidence in the near success 
of our efforts. On the contrary, the English 
press and the English leaders practically admit 
that Irish affairs cannot be ailowed to continue 
as they exist, and that it is impossible to keep 
an unwiiling people and unwilling repre- 
sentatives in forced legislative connection with 
the other two Kingdoms. They admit that 
there must be some change, but that two con- 
ditions sball accompany this cbange : 

“ Firet—That the N ia irelent from 


portunity of revenging itself by the destruc- 
tion of the British engine for the oppressions 
and misgovernment of centuries.” 

A VOCAL BARTHQUAKE--PRESENTATION. 

When the Protestant leader of Catholics and 
non-Catholics—united as all creeds once were 
across the water in Colonial times when strug- 
gling for separation—resumed his seat, what 
seemed to be the echoes of old shouts that had 
greeted Emmet, Grattan, Fitzgerald, Meagher, 
O’Gorman, and O'Connell rang out in the 
welkin like a vocal earthquake. 

Other Home-Rule members followed with re- 
marks in favor of independence, and when the 
assemblage was about adjourning tne 
picturesque form of Father Moyean 
of Cavan rose as if about to pronounce 
a benediction. He beld in his band 
a magnificent gold watch of American make, 
sent over by an American sympathizer. In a 
moment after the fact had been stated and the 
gift was accepted by Mr. Parnell, “It is time 
honoring the hour of revolution,“ said a dis- 
tinguished Queen’s Counsellor, as the orator 
returned to bis quarters and the crowd, num- 
bering thousands upon thousands, scattered, 
hucrahinmg for Ould Ireland.”

It is equaily agreed 
that the Powers wili veto this proposal. Be- 
hind these beliefs. there is a general fear that 
the Czar’s ugly temper will dictate defiance to 
the Powers and that he will intervene on his 
own account. 
THE SHAPE A WAR WOULD TAKE. 

But if the Cossacks descend this time it will 
be no barbaric Moslem to meet, but Krupp 
cannon. All Southwestern Europe is in to- 
day’s calculation of the prospects which are 
strictly pessimistic. Turkey is scarcely taken 
into account. At most she might be able to 
defend a strip of the Euxine toast from Bour- 
gas to Constantinople, and perhaps she might 
also hold Adrianopie; but no more would be 
expected of her in Europe. It would de 
Austria gathering under ber flag a motley 
horde of Wallachs, Serbs, Greeks, and Arnauts, 
and backed, if necessary, by the whole force 
of Germany and Italy, who would assume the 
rest of the task. It is needless to predict whut 
the issue of such a conflict would. be. There 
would scarcely be Bulgarians eng rh: left to 
populate a pasbalic, much less e Kingdom 
they are talking about now, and Russia would 
receive a blow compared with which that in 
the Crimea would be a mere abrasion. By the 
speculations of the various continental papers 
one can see how the mind is tempted, te run 
riot at the thought of all that this might in- 
volve—Roumania extended again to the Dnies- 
ter, Servia fattened by Widdin and Sophia, Al- 
bania given to Greece, the Austrian eagle at 
Salonica and dominating the Peninsula, and the 
Turks again in the Balkans and Armenia. Per- 
baps, even if Germany took a hand, Poland 
and Finland would set up for themselves. All 
these possibilities will ride on the air waves of 
the first cannon sbot in the Balkans. 


EFFORTS DIPLOMACY WILL MAKE. 

In the meantime, while ali eyes are fixed on 
the great and ultimate chances of the game, 
diplomacy is striving hard to keep the lead in 
its own bands. To Russia’s plan of interven- 


| tion, outlined.above, may be added a demand 


that Prince Alexander of Battenberg be de- 
posed in tavorof her nominee, whoever he 
may be, on. accepting the uniou of the prov- 
inces ag a fait accomplt. Austria is expected to 
demand either a sweeping restoration on the 
lines of the Berlin treaty, or, if alternatives 
are accepted, then compensation to Servia out 
of the territory now Bulgarian. To some mod- 
ification of these all the Western powers will 
assent, England figurine, as the Standard today 
foreshadows, as Alexander's champion. Ir 
a deadiock ensuing, Russia would still stand 
alone. If she yielded and Servia were content 
with Widdin there would still be Greece, clam- 
orous and unsatisfied. The drift of the diplo- 
matic talk of the week has been to let the 
Turks settle the Greek question by force if the 
rest should be as above. But both 


English and French public opinion would ren- 


der this impossible. Only thus far toward the 
project of a settlement has the diplomatic 
thought traveled, but here it is confronted 
with countiess obstacies, the foremost of 
which is the conditon that Russia would fight 
rather than yield, and crowding upon this is 
the belief that the time is at band for a general 
breakup of the Ottoman Empire, invoiving a 
bloody scramble for loot, so that Europe seems 
today to stand on the very threshold of a vast 
convulsion. 


THE FIRE RECORD, 


THE SEPTEMBER LOSSES MUCH SMALLER 
THAN FOR MANY YEARS PREVIOUS—MIS- 
CELLANEOUS BLAZES. 

New Tonk. Oct. 5.— The New York Daily 
Commercial Bulletin of Oct. 6 estimates the fire 
loss of the United States and Canada for Sep- 
tember at $6,525,000, which is less by $3,700,000 
than in September, 1884, and some $3,000,000 
less than the average September fire-waste of 
the last ten years. The Bulletin gives a list 
from its own files of 165 fires where the report- 
ed loss was $10,000 and upwards. But there 
were only seven fires of $100,000 or more dur- 


ing the month, amd only one which exceeded 
y The scarcity of large fires is consia- 


„000. 


| ered the cause ot so favorable and hopeful a 


gain. The diminution of the fire loss in both 
August and September is pronounced an en- 
couraging symptom. 

JERSEY City, N. J., Oct. 5.— A fire broke out 
tonight in Taylor's machine-shop, and soon 
communicated to N. & H. O’Donnell’s cooper- 
age warehouses, Goky’s dry-dock, and Jones & 
Whitmore’s dry-dock. The loss will probably 
reach $100,000. 

The insuraace is about $60,000. A number of 
vessels in neighboring slips and several large 
manufacturing establishments were in immi- 
nent danger of destruction for a time, as a 
strong wind carried the flames and sparks 
directly toward them. | 

The main loss was in the cooperage. It was 
estimated that 25,000 shooks of barrel staves 
were in the shop at the time, worth about 
$25.000. The loss on the N. & H. O' Donnell's 
buildings was about $10,000. The firm is in- 
sured in the Lancashire, the Union of Phila- 
deiphia, the Phoenix of London, Security of 
New Haven, the Imperial of London, the 
Northern of England, and the Transatlantic 
for about $3,000. Wiliam Gokey & Son lost 
with their shops about $10,000; partially in- 
sured. W. H. Taylor & Sons’ loss in their 
machine shop was estimated at about the same 
figure. Nearly forty men employed by these 
firms lost their tool chests. Jones & Whit- 
ap ot dry-dock suffered to the extent of about

Forget me, mamma, your poor, 
wayward daughter. I have caused you so much 
trouble.

OBITUARY. 


DR. THOMAS C. DURANT. 
Saratoga, N. T., Oct. 5.—I[ Special. Dr. 
Thomas ©. Durant, principal owner and gener 
al manager of the Adirondack Railway, died at 
North Creek at 3:30 o’clock this morning. He 
Was taken ill with inflammation of the bowels 


Tuesday last, and this developed into perito- 
nitis, which caused his death. 

[Thomas C. Durant was born in Lee. Berkshire 
County, Mass., in 18270. His father, Thomas Du- 
rant, was a merchant and manufacturer, and his 
grandfather, William Durant, was an officer of the 
Revolutionary War anda member of the Boston 
Committee of Safety. Atan early age he selected 
medicine and surgery as the feld in 
which he might employ his natural 
and acquired talents advantageously, and he ac- 
cordingiy entered the Albany Medical Coliege and 
was graduated therefrom with full honors at the 
age of 20. After practicing his profession but | 
three years he became a partner in the firm of 
Durant, Lathrop & Co, of Albany. Mr. Durant had 
special charge of the New York branch of this 
house and shipped very largely to all the principal 
European ports. The knowledge of the resources 
of the great West, obtained in the course of his 
mercantile career, made him an earnest advocate 
of internal improvements and induced him to turn 
his attention to railway matters. He assisted very 
materially in promoting the interests of the Michi- 
gan Southern Railroad, and was the principal con- 
tractor in constructing the Bureau Vailey, the Chi- 
cago & Rock Island, and the Mississippi & Missouri 
Rallroads. Some years previous to the organization 
of the Union Pacific Railroad Company, under the 
charter passed by Congress in 1862, Mr. Durant, in 
connection with parties with whom he was engaged 
in constructing railroads in Illinois and towa, 
caused preliminary suryeys to be made up the 
Platte Valley, and in 1863 he, at his own expense, 
sent several corps of engineers to examine the 
country and make surveys of the route commenc- 
ing at Omaha and other points on the Missouri 
River, and embracing the line through Cheyenne 
Pass and Bridges’ Pass into the 0basin 
ot the Great Salt Lake. Mr. Durant 
also at the same time sent outa geologist for the 
purpose of ascertaining the mineral resources of 
the country. In 1863 he was active in the procur- 
ing of the subscription of $2,000,000 of stock, which 
was required by the act of Congress before the 
company could be fully organised. Having, from 
the surveys and examinations previously made, 
obtained a knowledge of the obstacies to be sur- 
mounted m constructing the railroad, he devoted 
the winter 1863-64 to obtaining important amend- 
ments to the charter. which doubied the land- 
grant and made the company’s mortgage bo@ds 
a first lien upon the road, and, during 
the year perfected the financial organization under 
which the work was carried on to completion. 
Immediately after laying the last rail upon the 
Union Pacific Railroad Mr. Durant retired from 
its active management, and shortly after began the 
construction of the Adirondack Railway, of which 
he was until his death the actual President and 
General Manager. } 


A. H. BODMAN’S FUNERAL 

The funeral services over the remains of the 
late Albert H. Bodman were held yesterday 
afternoon. Brief services were held at bis late 
home at Pacific Junction, conducted by the 
Rev. Father De Laney of St. Syivester’s Parish. 
The remains were then borne to the Church of 
St. Sylvester, where a large number of the 
friends of the deceased were gathered. Sev- 
eral beautiful floral pieces rested on the 
casket, among them across of white flowers 
presented by the teachers and directors of the 
bigh school of which the deceased was a 
trustee. After a brief sermon by the pastor 
the remains were taken to the St. Boniface 
Cemetery and interred. The pail-bearers were

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A Movement on Foot to Place Judge 
Bench. 


The Monear-Doerner Contest Discussed 
in the Council—The Young 


The Mayoralty Contest Preparations for a 
Vote on the New Election 
Law, 


It was reported yesterday that a quiet move- 
ment was on foot among certain prominent 
Democratic lawyers to have Judge M. F. Tuley 
become a candidate ‘for the Supreme Bench 
vacancy and that bis consent to run had been 
got on one condition. This was that he be 


nominated as a non-partisan. If the issue was 


to be made a straight party one he had per- 
emptorily refused to allow the use of his name 
at all. This met with the views of those who 
favored his nomination, though they were all 
Democrats and were considering his canaidacy 
mainly ffom a party view. Among those who 
were foremost in the scheme were said to be 
M. W. Fuller, W. C. Goudy, and Postmaster 


Judd. These practically make up President 


Cleveland's Chicago cabinet, and it 
was hinted that the desire to have 
Judge Tuley go up higher was only 
part of the plan to “down’’ the gang and 
purify the Cook County Democracy. The 
bringing of matters about so that the race 
could be made on an independent non-parti- 
san issue was merely a matter of political 
strategy, as the odds were admitted to be de- 
cidedly against a straight Democratic candi- 
date. It was also agreed that the success of 
the plan would depend largely on the Repub- 
lican nominauon. 

Mr. M. W. Fuller was credited with most of 
the work in feeling the public pulse to see 
bow responsive it would beat to Judge Tuley’s 
candidacy, and to him a TaRisuNeE report- 
er went in quest of facts. What do I 
know about a movement to nominate Judge 
Tuley for the Supreme bench?” be 
suid. “Nothing. It’s too early yet for 
such a movement. Who can tell what on earth 
the Repubiican Convention will do? Yes, I 
have talked with some lawyers about Judge 
Tuley's emioent qualifications for the place, 
and some of them have talked with me. 
There's no disputing that. You know it’s pret- 
ty hard to get any one in either party who is 
willing to take the place. Now, if things 
should so come about that Judge Tuley could 
be induced to go op the Supreme bench, don’t 
you think it would bea good thing? Ido. But, 
as I said, I don't know anything about a move- 
ment to make him a candidate. We'll have to 
wait and see what develops.“ 

Inquiry in other quarters showed that the 
matter had been pretty thoroughiy canvassed 
inaquiet way. 
agreement that Judge Tuley’s prospective 
candidacy hinged largely on the action of the 
Republican Judicial Convention it was not in- 
tended that the subject shouid receive public 
discussion for a iortnight yet. The fact that 
the constitutionality of the new Eiectionp law 
was certain to play an important partin tne 
campaign was not overlooked. It was said Judge 
Tuley’s share in drafting the general City Inoor- 
poration act of the State would probably afford 
some guide to h.s views on the new law, since 
Mr. Goudy and several other well-known law- 
yers believed the validity cf the new Election 
law would be sustained on similar grounds to 
those on which the legality of the genera! In- 
corporation act was decided. 

In connection with the Supreme Conrt va- 
cancy there has been confusion and doubt 
among Republicans as to when and where 
their Judicia: Convention would be held. Some 
time ago a call was issued by A. M. Pence as 
Chairman of the Seventh District Committee 
fixing the ratio of representation for the differ- 
ent counties in the district, and naming Chicago 
as the place, without setting any date. The 
Cook Counts de.egates were to be chosen by 
the regular County Convention. “I signed 
the cailas Chairman,” said Mr. Pence yester- 
day, ** because there was no other committee 
In existence. It's so long ago that most peo- 
ple have probably forgotten all about the last 
Judicial Convention. I was Chairman of the 
old committee. The late Col. Ricaby was 
President of the convention, and was to have 
appointed the new committee. But he died 
without domg so, and of course the old body 
holds over till its successor is chosen. We 
haven't fixed any date for the Judicial Con- 
venation because we were waiting for the coun- 
ty gathering. As soon as that is called we will 
fix the date, which will probably be the day 
Tfollowing.”” Mr. Pence said further that the 
interest taken by Republicans in tne counties 
outside of Cook was encouraging. The spe- 
cial election in Will to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Judge McRoberts of the Cir- 
cuit Court insured a rood vote there, while the 
Congressional election in Lake also promised 
to be ot advantage to the Republicans. 


THE MONEAR-DOERNER CONTEST. 

At the Council meeting last night Ald. 
Young gave a history of the Monear-Doerner 
contest, saying that the formel 
witb the law and had aright to be heard. He 
had entered a demurrer in the mandamus pro- 
ceedings in order to gain time, and offered the 
following: 

Ordered, That the package or packages of ballots, 
which have been returned to the City Clerk. as re- 
quired by law, and which contain the ballots cast 
for Alderman in the Sixth Ward of the City of 
Chicago at the election heid in said city April 7. 
1885, be produced by said City Clerk and opened in 
the presence of the Committee on Elections and of 
the City Clerk, and to have said ballots counted 
before the next regular meeting of this Council; 
and that the said committee report its action in the 
maiter of opening of the package or packages and 
counting of said ballots at the next regular meet- 
ing of this Council 

Ald. Sheridan said the court had issued no 
order directing the Council to proceed to can- 
Vass the votes. It seemed to him the Council 
had made *‘reasonable haste.“ The contest- 
aot had refused to let the Council proceed in 
its own way. As the matter had been taken 
into the courts and there was a question as to 
the authority oi a committee to take testimony, 
the orders should go to the Committee on 
Eiections for further information. 

Ad. Campbell thought the thing ought to be 
settled. Ald. Colvin agreed witb him. It should 
be voted up or down. Some one ought to be 
designated to represent them in court. 

Aid. Hildreth didn’t think it was safe to pass 
any orde: that would in any way whatsoever 
contiict with any proceedings that were insti- 
tuted in court.“ * 

Aid. Campbell said the Council should pro- 
ceed, and not wait until the court said they 
were derelict. They hada duty to. perform, 
and snould do it. 

A motion to suspend the rules to pass was 
lost, those voting against it being Whelan, 
Sanders, Appleton, Burke, Sheridan, Mahony, 
Gaynor, McNurney, Revere, Ryan, Schack, 
Eisfeldt. and Sweeney. It went to the Commit- 
tee on Elections. 

Ald. Young offered the following: 

Ordered, That the contestants in the matter of 
Monear against Doerner be directed by the City 
Clerk to furnish to this Council a stipulation agree- 
ing us to the time and place, when, and where the

The Special Committee on Survey and Drain- 
age submitted the following report: 

The subject is of immediate importance, and the 
inhabitants of Chicago will not, we fully believe, 
be satisfied with anything less than a thorough ex- 
amination of the whole subject by a consti- 
tuted board acting under municipal authority.- 
No time should be lost, as the work ot such a 
board, to be properly done, will require the greater 
part of the time between this and the session of 
the Legislature in 1886, at which application should 
be made for any additional powers that may be re- 
quired to carry out a system of drainage and water 
supply adapted to a metropolitan and suburban 
district. We therefore recommend the formation 
of a drainage and water supply commission 
to be composed of three members who shall be ex- 
perts in engineering and sanitary matters, two of 
whom shall be selected by the City Council and 
one by the Mayor and Commissioner of Public 
Works, whose duty it shail be to examine the 
whole subject of main drainage, sewerage, and 
water supply, and report to the City Council on or 
before Nov. 15. 1886. The commission should con- 
sider all the plans brought to its attentiog, make 
such examinations and investigations as 
may de required, and collect all in- 
formation bearing on the problem of 
sewerage disposal and its application to our pres- 
ent and future needs; the necessity for increasing 
our water supply and protecting it from contami- 
nation; the deplorable condition of our interior 
channels for drainage and sewerage disposai; the 
relation of any system proposed to adjacent dis- 
tricts in a sanitary and economic aspect; the inter- 
est which the State and the Nation may have in any 
disposal by way of the Inos River; and 
any other matter that may relate to the 
main object of inquiry. They should report on 
the whole matter committed to them in the fullest 
and most comprehensive manner, with maps. 
plans, and diagrams complete, and estimates of. 
the prime cost and annual requirements for 
the maintenance of the system proposed. As 
the subject requires the best of ability 
and will occupy a large portion of the time of the 
engineers the expense should not be less than $20,- 
000. They should be empowered to employ ali aid 
required to make the needed surveys and investi- 
gations and mature and publish their report.

THE TWELFTH-STREET VIADUCT. 

A conference took piace at the office of the 
Commissioner of Public Works yesterday in re- 
ward to the proposed viaduct over tne railroad 
tracks on Twelith street, near Pacific avenue. 
There were present Mayor Harrison, Commis- 
sioner Cregier, President Holmes of the South 
Side Ratiway Company, President Neweil of 
the Lake Shore, Mr. Parker of the Rock Island, 
and City-Engineer Artingstail. The. city 
authorities wanted the steam companies 
to lower their tracks five feet, but the 
railroad people considered this impracticabié on 
account of the expense. No serious objection, 
however, was raised to the two and a haif feet 
provided for in the plan. Since its preparation 
the plan has been changed somewhat. Origr 
nally the east approach commenced within 
torty feet of Fuurth avenue. It is now pro- 
posed to stop short at Clark street, either in 
the center or the street or on the east side, de- 
pending upon the damage whict may be done 
to contiguous property. The object of this is 
to avoid tearing away any of the work 
if, as is supposed will be the case, 
the viaduct is ultimately extended 
State street or beyond. The approaches 
will not have solid walls, but the supports will 
be wooden posts, the desire being to give uc 
cess to the buildings from the sidewalks. Owing 
to the change it was necessary to make new 
estimates of the cost. It appears that the ap- 
propriation for the viaduct is on $30,000. The 
expense will be at least $70,000. No conciusion 
was reached by the conference as to how much 
of the cost the railroads would pay, nor was 
any action of any kind taken.

A BAD TIME FOR BEARS. 

There is this important difference between 
the merchandise markets and the stock mar- 
kets: That in the former sales for future de- 
livery are made generally on the basis of 
goods that the seller actually has on hand or 
has the means of producing, while in the 
latter operators are every day making sales 
of what they do not possess and cannot pro- 
duce. Most commonly stocks that are sold 
short are borrowed for delivery, the seller 
waiting for a decline in the price before he 
actually buys. ‘There is in addition to this 
the option, usually thirty or sixty days, and 
sales by this method may be made, after a 
large short interest has been accumulated in 
the other way, to such an extent that more 
than the entire capital stock of the corpora- 
tion will have been sold short. This, of course, 
does not often happen, but the ordinary short 
selling is frequently carried to such extremes 
that the sellers are placed completely at the 
mercy of bona-fide holders of the security 
and speculators who are long.“ Yester- 
day’s market was a good illustration of the 
way the thing works. The shorts in Lacka- 
wanna were unmercifully squeezed, and in 
general the high-priced stocks were the ones 
that advanced. The low-priced ones did not 
move much because there was no short inter- 
est in them. 

The failures of Soutter & Co., Heath & 
Co., and H. N. Smith were due to the pro- 
pensity that has grown up in the last three 
years for selling the market short. During 


that period everything was in favor of the 


bears, and it had come to be thought that 
prices could never go up again. Almost the 
only people that made any money during that 
time were the bears of the speculative mar- 
kets. They became the leaders; they grew 
rich, fat, and bold. The small fry all over

‘They 
are chronic bears, and are good for nothing 
on arise, Very few operators are equally at 
home on the bull and the bear side of the 
market. It is largely a matter of tempera- 
ment. The consequence is that the men who 
tailed last week could not see that there had 
been any improvement in the economic con- 
dition of the country. There are many of 
the same sort left, and they are suffering. It 
is not probable that the public will get back 
the huge sums of money that have gone into 
the possession of such men as Cammack and 
Woerishoffer, for they are too prudent to 
tempt Providence to the full extent of their 
fortunes; but that class have had their 
day. Buyers will not make money as 
they did in 1879 and 1880, for the 
country has learned too mach about the 
uncertainties of railroad property, and inter- 
est rates—which are to an important de 
gree a regulator of values—have gone down 
to stay. But when we consider what a terri- 
ble **slugging”’ the security market almost 
constantly received for years, culminating in 
the depression of June, 1884, and then re- 
member what a vast improvement in affairs 
there has been since that time, it is absurd 
to look for a repetition of those low figures. 
It is true that the prices of the present time 
are largely the result of manipulation, and 
it is a common remark that, when that manip- 
ulation is taken away, there will be a 
slump; but manipulation is a constant fac- 
tor. There are always heavy capitalists who 
must and will protect their properties, and it 
is only when they are overwhelmed by ad- 
verse events that they are unable todo so, 
If the country is in an improved condition 
they will have the country to help them. 
And as manipulation of the speculative 
stocks for a decline hurts really good bonds, 
so will manipulation for a rise strengthen the 
investment securities. The temper of the 
people has changed, and holders of securi- 
ties who have been so terribly clubbed in the 
last few years will now have a fair chance. 


THE RETURN OF THE MUGWUMPS. 

The Eastern mugwumps, one after the 
other, have come back into the Republican 
fold, for the time at least. What the West- 
ern mugwumps will do is of less consequence, 
as they are too few and far between to make 
their comings or goings of any special inter- 
est. In the East they all came together, 
hand in hand, a merry, happy band, and it 
need not be premised that this fall they will 
feel better in New York, as they march up 
to the polls and deposit their little votes, 
than they did last fall. The procession isa 
united and unanimous one. The Post, 
which has been the professional apologist for 
all the Wemocratic civil-service shortcom- 
ings, says that the mugwump vote will be 
practically solid in support of the Republican 
State ticket. The Secretary of the National 


| Committee of Independents says he has yet 


to hear of a single Republican that voted for 
Cleveland who does not intend to vote 
against Hill. The New York Times isffiring 
away at the spoils Democracy as if it had 
never bolted from the ranks.

ship of the head, and because they know 
that the Democratic. party is not going to 
carry out a measure which was originated by 
a Republican Congress and supported by four 
Republican Presidents, and which is opposed 
to the fundamental idea of Democracy.

THE IOWA GREENBACK TICK DT. 

The nomination of a straightout Green- 
back ticket” in Iowa tends to clear up mat 
ters and enable an outsider to watch the 
progress of the canyass without becoming 
hopelesly confused. Heretofore it seemed 
that the Saint-Johnnies were working for 
the success of the free-whisky Democratic 
ticket, while the Greenbackers were laboring 
to secure a vote of confidence in the Cleve- 
land Administration and so sustain its efforts 
to demonetize silver and establish the Wall- 
street doctrine of a gold standard only. The 
Greenbackers who met at Cedar Rapids and 
nominated the Doty ticket have repudiated 
the attempt of Weaver and Gillette to sell 
them out to the Democracy, and announced 
that they will not be led into an abandonment 
of all their principles under the guise of a 
fusion. The revolt of the honest Greenback- 
ers simplifies matters, and shows.up in the 
light of a strong comparison tlie duplicity of 
the Saint-Johnnies, the Weavers, and the 
other professional decoy-ducks, 

The so-called Fusion ticket is composed 
only of rank Democracy and Greenback 
treachery. Whiting, the head of the ticket, 
was formerly a slave-owner in Alabama. 
After selling his bondmen and coming North 
to invest the proceeds in Iowa lands, he made 
no change in his political doctrines, but dis- 
tinguished himself as a peculiarly vicious and 
offensive Copperhead. A cloud of witnesses 
testify to his odious record during the War. 
He denounced Grant as a butcher, declared 
that Lincoln deserved the death of a snake, 
and on one occasion avowed that he would 
as soon harbor a horse-thief as a Union 
soldier.” One of his favorit notions dur- 
ing the War was to let New England 
go to Hell,” and to form a Northwest- 
ern. Confederacy out of States that 
should secede from the Union. In short, 
Whiting was during the War an Alabama 
Rebel disguised as an Iowa farmer. He 
stands now on à platform of rank Democ- 
racy which declares in favor of legalizing 
and establishing grog-shops in every section 
of the State without regard to the will of the 
people of the locality, and yet the Saint John 
cranks and the Weaver and Gillette tricksters 
are laboring for his success. The Saint- 
Johnnies who intend to vote in favor of free 
whisky could not consistently object to any 
degree of Copperheadism; but it is refresh- 
ing to see that the honest Greenbackers re- 
fuse to hand their ballots over to the custody 
of the political gambiers, Weaver and Gil- 
lette. 

Even though the Iowa Greenbackers in- 
dorsed the Copperheadism of Whiting they 
could not support him withont an abandon- 
ment of all their principles respecting the 
currency. He is a Democratic candidate, and 
every ballot cast for him will be counted as a 
vote of confidence in the Cleveland Adminis- 
stration. If that Administration has onedis- 
tinct, well-defined policy, it is the enforce- 
ment of the Wall street doctrines in respect 
to the currency. Mr. Cleveland has urged 
the absolute and unconditional suspension of 
the silver goinage, and when this is once ac- 
complished the New-Yorkers now in charge 
of the Treasury Department will be found 
advocating the retirement of the present sil- 
ver dollars. Every Greenbacker who gives 
a vote of aid and comfort to the Democratic 
party strengthens the hand of his worst ene- 
my. In this situation it is not surprising 
that the political gamblers Weaver and Gil- 
lette now find themselves unable to lead all 
the Greenbackers into a so-called fusion, 
which amounts to nothing less than an ab- 
ject surrender. The honest men among the 
Greenbackers propose to declare their senti- 
ments openly and stand by them boldly. 
They are entitled to credit for refusing to re-

HOARDING THE TREASURY SUR- 
PLUS. 

The few bonds that have been retired in 
the last six months were all called in while 
Arthur was President. The policy of the 
present Administration has been to make no 
bond calls, but to increase the surplus in the 
Treasury as much as possible. The few 
bonds called in by Secretary McCulloch, but 
which had not been presented when Manning 


took control of the Treasury, have been paid, 


of course; but beyond this nothing has been 
dome to reduce the debt. In fact the accrued 
and unpaid interest in the last six months has 
increased the pyblic debt $261,636. Asa re- 
sult of hoarding money in the Treasury and 
allowing the interest on the bonds to run, 
the 3 per cents, which are redeemable on call, 
now command a higher premium than when 
Manning took charge of the Treasury and in 
concert with Jordan began to administer its 
affairs in the interest of Wall street. There 
is no possible exeuse for continuing this 
policy any longer. The heavy surplus in the 
Treasury should be applied at once to the re- 
duction of the interest-bearing debt. 
According to the new-fangled debt state- 
ment the surplus in the Treasury is 863, 908. 
100. 


Foiger’s custom was to keep a surplus of 
about $120,000,000 or $130,000,000, and apply 
all in excess of this amount to the payment 
of bonds. It appears, therefore, that the 
present Administration has increased the sur- 
plus about $50,000,000 above what was ever 
before necessary, and has not 
voluntarily gn tn as me 


Under the old form of statement the 
amount would be $188,441,852, Secretary’ 


actually been increased within that time by 
the addition of $261,636 in accrued interest. 
There has not only been a total failure to de- 


crease the debt, but it has been increased in 


the amount stated. 

The lying and deceptive debt statement 
attempts to create the impression that the 
debt has been reduced by stating it at so 
much less cash in the Treasury.” The 
surplus is classified in the statement as 
though it had been used to pay off the debt; 
but the same figures show that the money 
lies idle in the Treasury while the bonds are 
outstanding and interest is running on 
every day. The accumulation of money 
the Treasury does not pay off the debt or stop 
the interest on the bonds, but amounts prac- 
| tically to a contraction of the currency. The 
only way to pay the debt is to call in the 
bonds, stop the interest, and put the money 
again in circulation. Jordan may think ita 
very cunning trick with figures to count the 
liabilities of the Government as so much 
less cash in the Treasury,” in order to 
create the impression that the debt has been 
reduced, but every person capable of analyz- 
ing his statement can see at a glance the 
nature of this deception. Jordan’s tricky 
figures cannot obscure the fact that in the 
last six months there has been an increase 
instead of a decrease of the debt. 

The surplus now in the Treasury is about 
$50,000,000 more than was formerly con- 
sidered necessary. This amount represents 
a wholly needless contraction of the cur- 
rency. ‘Instead of hoarding this money in 
the Treasury it should be used to pay the 
bonds and be again put in circulation. 
It is perfectly clear now that the new 
form of the debt statement was devised to 
cover the performance of increasing the sur- 
plus and claiming a reduction of the debt 
without calling in a bond. The people, 
however, are beginning to see through 


the new form of the debt statement, and 


understand that in the last six months there 
has been a severe and needless contraction of 
the currency by hoarding $50,000,000 of idle 
money while the debt is actually being in- 
creased by the accumulation of interest. The 
life of a debt continues so long as it draws 
interest; and when the people come to under- 
stand the new form of the debt statement 
they will see that the liabilities of the Gov- 
ernment are being increased and the currency 
actually contracted.

There is not a precinct in this vast Nation where 
a Democrat cannot cast hit ballot and have it 
counted as cast, no matter what the predominance 
of the opposit party. He can claim Ais politicai 


opinions, even if he ts only one among a thousand, 


without fear and without proscription on account of 
his opinions, There are eight States, and localities in 
some others, where Republicans have not this privilege.

Grant expressed similar views. He denounced, 
at many times and in many forms of speech, 
political intolerance, terrorism, and crime at 
the South. zn one of his messages to Congress 
he described as follows the objects of the South 
Carolina white Democracy:

Danish Crisis. | 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.|—Tne special Cabinet council 
to be beld tomorrow afternoon in Downing 
Street will be one of the most momentous 
that has been held for years. It is expected to 
decide upon the policy of the Government re- 
garding the Eastern and the Irish questions, 
both of which are in a most critical stage. The 
followimg day Lord Salisbury is to address an 
important Tory meeting at Newport, and the 
Premier's speech ig awaited with feverish 
anxiety, being certain to indicate the decisions 
reached by the Government. 

It is stated in official circles today that there 
is no truth in the report published by the 
Novoe Vremya of St. Petersburg, to the effect 
that the Englis’ had taken entire possession of 
Herat and ordered the inbabitants to quit the 
town. The only basis for such a statement is 
the fact that a number of English officers, in 
compliance with a request of the Ameer, are 
assisting the Afghans to strengthen the de- 
fenses of Herat. 

Lord Salisbury’s manifesto to the country will, 
according to present plans, be issued tomor- 
row. Its preparation has occupied the greater 
portion of two weeks, and that it will in a great 
measure refiect the views of the Throne upon 
the Conservative policy ot the future is pretty 
clearly demonstrated by the fact that a special 
wire between Downing street and Balmoral has 
been kept busy for the last few days. Special 
precautions have been taken to prevent the 
premature publication of the document, but it 
is not believed that it will be particularly start- 
ling in character. The Tory pronunciamentos 
of the past have been little more than dry plat- 
itudes concerning a loyal country and a stable 
Government, and this one is not expected to be 
an exception to the general rule. 


THE DANISH CRISIS. Ess, 

The Danish Diet opened today, and it is 
probable that the session will be the most 
stormy that the people of Denmark have ever 
witnessed. The relations of the contending 
parties are strained to the utmost, and some 
violent scenes are anticipated, as an attempt 
will be made to force the King to comply with 
the vote of the Diet at the previous session, to 
dismiss his obnoxious Ministers. His 
Majesty, also, will probably be a 
subject of serious discussion for 
having levied taxes by royai decree when the 
Diet refused to vote the budget, and saying 
that he was determined to do so until the rep- 
resentatives of the people returned to a sense 
of what he conceives to be their duty. The 
people throughout Denmark are greatly ex- 
cited at the arbitrary action of the King. 
Mayors all over the country refused to levy 
the illegal taxes, and numerous political prose- 
ecutions have resulted from demonstrations 
against the Government. 

THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 

The results of the elections throughout 
France yesterday for members of the Chamber 
of Deputies, as far as officially reported up to 
noon today, have created great surprise and 
chagrin among the members of the Cabinet 
and their colleagues. The Conservatives, on 
the other hand, are wild with enthusiasm over 
the fact that they succeeded in polling a much 
larger vote than the most sanguine antici- 
pated, and making changes in the Cabinet 
necessary. The returns show that the 
Conservatives have won sixty seats in 
seventeen of the eighty-seven departments, 
and have also beaten two Cabinet Ministers 
and made a second ballot necessary to decide 
the fate of two others. The results of the elec. 
tion in Lille, Marseilles, and Paris have not yet 
been declared. 

M. Goblet, Minister of Public Instruction, 
and M. Herve Mangon, Minister of Commerce, 
are the Cabinet officers wlio have been defeat- 
ed by the Oonservatives. The Opportunists 
have lost many seats, which have been gained 
by either the Radicals or the Conservatives. 

The elections in Paris resulted as follows: 
M. Briason, the Premier, and M. Allain Targe, 
Minister of the Interior, bead the list with 
10,000 votes each. MM. Floquet, Lockroy, 
Baroait, Delafosse, Clémenceau, and Paul Bert 
received 7,000 to 9,000 votes each, and MM. 
de Cassagnac and Herve, editor of the Soleil, 
6,000 each. In forty-nine departments, inciud- 
ing the Nord, the Conservatives have gained 
thirty-six and lost four. 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily News 
forecasts the election of 200 Royalists and 160 
Radicals, the remainder being moderate Ke- 
pubdlicans. He adds: ‘** Clémenceau is leading 
the solid Radicals and becomes a political 
power of the first magnitude. No Republican 
Government is possible without him.“ 

Midnight returns sbow that in eighty-one de- 
partments 165 Conservatives and 141 Republic- 
ans have been elected. The Conservatives 
have gained ninety-three seats and lost five. 
It will be necessary to have 202 second ballots. 

The proprietors of the Gaulois,a Paris news- 
paper, in order to signalize the Conservative 
successes, illuminated the front of their of- 
fice this evening. The inscription 175 Con- 
servatives elected! Vive la France!"’ formed 
of gas-jeta, was conspicuously displayed in the 
windows. A crowd soon assembied in front 
of the building and threw stones at the win- 
dows, and ‘the police were unsgble to dis- 
perse the mob. Editor Meyer made an 
attempt to leave the building. He 
was warned by the Commissioner of 
Police to abandon the idea of leaving, but he 
persisted and was arrested. The staff of the 
Gaulois then made a sortie and rescued Meyer, 
who was severely bruised in the scuffle. 
Meanwhile the crowd increased and the excite- 
ment became intense. The police were rein- 
forced and the Prefect of Police ordered them 
to clear the streets. After the greatest ef- 
forts the police succeeded in dispersing the 
mob. During the mélée two revolvers were 
fired at the windows of the Gaulois office. 

The Orleanists elected yesterday were chosen 
on the basis of promises of protection against 
American cereals and bacon. .

DR. CANISIUS’ VIEWS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 5.—-[Special.]—Dr. 
Theodore Canisius of Illinois, after having 
Spent twenty years in the consular service of

was Consul at Samoa, bas returned bere bro- 
ken in health. He comes bringing a letter from 
the King of Samoa and some gifts. Dr. Can- 
isius was an eye-witness of the recent attempt 
of the German Government to obtain posses- 


Sion of the Samoan Islands, and the letter 


which be brings from the present King, Malie- 
toa, is a plea for the protection of the 
United States against those who seek to 
annex bis Kingdom. King Malietoa now has 
about 40,000 subjects. Dr. Canisius and the 
British Consul were present at the time the 
German war-sbips arrived at Samoa, erected a 
fort, and planted the German flag there, and 
they made a very energetic protest that North 
Germany sbould not seize the group of islands, 
and undoubtedly it wasin a great measure due 
to the vigorous protest of these two Consuls 
that the German expedition of conquest stop- 
ped where it did. The gifts which Dr. Canisius 
brings from the King of Samoa are of the most 
primitive and of the simplest nature. Among 
them is a drinking vessel used for the prepara- 
uon of the native Samoan drink, kawa. 


BRITISH POLITICS—TORIZS BLAMING THE 
LIBERALS FOR DEPRIVING THE SHOP BOYS 
OF THE FRANCHISE—LIBERALS TRUMP 


THIS PLAY. 

Lonpon, Oct. 4.—Preparations for the elec- 
tions are in fullswing. The Tories have cun- 
ningly taken up the questionof granting the 
franchise to shop assistants, who claim a right 
to vote under the provisions of the recent bill. 
The revising courts have, notwithstanding a 
great deal of pressure in its favor, disallowed 
the claim, and the whole body politic is taking 
sides on this latest phase of the extension of 
the voting power. An enormous meeting, the 
Lora Mayor presiding, was held at St. James’ 
Hall in Piccadilly tonight for the purpose of 
helping the shop assistants to the attainment 
of their desires. Speeches were made by 
Mr. Ashmead-Bartlett and other prominent 
Tories, who bemoaned the wickedness of 
the Liberals in almost tearful tones for 
not making the question perfectly clear when 
the bill was drafted. Some of the speakers in- 
sisted that the proviso in question was design- 
edly made indefinit in order to throw out the 
counter-jumpers’ vote because they bave al- 
ways been good Tories, and, as a matter of 
fact, would control many urbgn constituencies 
were they allowed to vote. 

The Liberals have trumped this last play of 
the Conservatives by championing the cause 
of the overworked railway servants. A great 
mass-meeting, having for its object the anteli- 
oration ot the sufferings of railway servants, 
will be held in Leicester Wednesday next. 
Lord Rosebery, who will probebly be present, 
bas promised to introduce a bill in Parliament 
limiting the bours of labor for this class of 
workers to twelve perday. At present the 
railways foree their employés to work four- 
teen, sixteen, and sometimes more hours out 
of the twenty-four. 

When Lord Salisbury speaks at Newport 
Wednesday, fresh from a Cabinet meeting, it 
may suit his purpose to throw some light on 
the subject. Just now Englishmen are more 
eager to know what he will say on domestic 
topics. The secret of the Tory policy has been 
kept with dramatic foresight, and all the minor 
leaders like Sir Michael Hivks-Beach, Lord 
George Hamilton, ana Mr. Stanhope, who have 
filled the gap, have confined themcelves to 
criticisms of Mr. Chamberlain, while Lord 
Randolph Churchill was muzzled altogether. 
Whispers of Lord Salisbury’s intentions 
foreshadow a long, definit, and de 
tailed speech on lines compelling Whig 
adhesion. It is said that he will go even 
further than Lord Hartington on land 
reform, allotments, etc., will propose & pian 
for municipal reform, will condema entail and 
primogeniture, and that he will suggest a 
scheme for the registration of title-deeds 80 as 
to make the transfer of land easy and cheap. 
He will be strong in his defense of the church 
and will concede the principle of Catholic uni- 
versities and local government to Ireland. In 
short, he will furnish the party a genuine pro- 
gram. The Liberal leaders frankly say that 
such a platform would attract many Whigs, 
especialiy churchmen; but they welcome the 
issue all the same. It will be a square fight 
between Conservatism and Radacalism, and 
even defeat in such a contest would be prefer- 
able to a meaningless victory with the Argylis 
and Derbys monopolizing the fruits and ob- 
structing progress. Despite Mr. Gladstone's 
efforts the question of disestablishment is 
forcing its way into the campaign. From a po- 
litical point of view this will be injurious to 
the Liberals, because all who are favoring it 
are already in the party, while the issue will 
obviously drive many persons and others out 
of it; but with Mr. Chamberiain forging to the 
front so vigorously and with the Radical or- 
ganization assuming control of the campaign 
so spiritedly there is no help for it. The great 
London meeting which Chamberlain addressed 
was fiercely democratic. They booted at the 


name of the Queen and hissed the tune Rule 


Briiannia.’”” Coming meetings of the series are 
likely to beeven more demonstrative, sweeping 
the Radical leaders along much further than 
they planned to go. 


THE TIMBER-THIEVES. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special. |— 
The Commissioner of the General Land-Office 
is preparing for extended litigation in the mat- 
ter of the land-grant roads. Suit ie to be 
brought against the Northern Pacific Company 
as wellas against the Montana Improvement 
Company for depredation upon the public do- 
main. The Land-Office claims that there was 
excuse for taking the timber for which the 
suit is brought because the road was finished 
before the timber was cut. The only legal 
justificahon for taking it would have 
been that it was necessary to construct 
the road. But the reports of 
the agents show that road 
was completed before the timber was taken. 
The Northern Pacific claims that it had verbal 
permission from Secretary Teller to take the 
timber. Minnesota men bere say the action of 
the Land-Office will throw 30,000 men out of 
employment this winter. The Commissioner 
intends to bring suit against the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fé Company to recover some 
500,000 acres which be claims that road has re- 
ceived in excess of its rights. Commissioner 
Sparks claims that all of the land-grant roads 
bave received more land than they are entitled 
to.

“The Don,“ Maurice ore’s new play, 
which bad its initial production at the Chicago 
Opera-House last night, is brilliant in spots, 
pleasing in its phases of humorous portraiture, 
quick and spirit-stirring at certain stages in 
the development of the story, and faulty in 
construction, inasmuch as the incidental fun 
of the fourth act is allowed to interrupt the 
action, and also because the author has 
worked spasmodically instead of progressively 
toward the culminating point.

The residence is solidly built on the stage, the 
interior visible by means of transparencies, 
while the grounds are also in view of the audi- 
ende. Rawdon and Darrell are discovered. 
The former declares bimself Magdalen’s clan- 
destine lover. The latter, who is horrified to 
find aguinst whom he has conspired, confesses 
that both are thieves and came to rob the 
house. The expedient used here of criminat- 
ing Rawdou by his written terms of agree- 
ment with the Jew is visibly strained; 
as no clever criminal would so imperil himself. 
The situation has bilities which will un- 
doubtedly be deveidped. This is the all-im- 
portant point of the play, and it could be 
made much stronger by bringing out Darrell's 
self-sacrifice in more vivid colors. As it is, it 
strikes the audience as a triumph for Darrell, 
when no such effect was intended. 

The substance of Act IV. only tells indirectly 
In action what should be told in narrative 
how Rawdon and Darrell had been sent to prison 
in Australia. Magdalen, who is nowa widow, 
determines to foliow them and get a 
ticket-of-ieave for Rawdon, whom she 
supposes tobe the man who sacrificed him- 
seif at the trial to save her reputation. 
The fun of this act does not grow naturally 
out of the play; the scene represents a school 
of acting conducted by Prof. Montressor, and 
isa clever satire upon Steele Mackaye’s idea; 
but, all the same, it ig dragged into the melo- 
drama. 

The exercising yardof Hobart Town Prison 
in Act V. is a striking picture. There 
are two circular tiers of cells, with 
Stairways running up, and from behind 


events in the arena, Davager and Rawdon, 
both in convict’s dress, meet, and the former in 
order to avenge his daughter’s wrongs engages 
in a fdeath-struggie with the villain. Darrell 
saves the scoundrel’s life; which is a dramatic 
mistake, for the author has led the audience to 
expect a tragedy. Magdalen Biair arrives: 
Darrell explains to her how it 
was he and not Rawdon who 
saved her reputation, and a detective comes 
conveniently forward with evidence excul- 
pating the much-persecuted Don. Darrell, 
The Don, then clasps Magdalen in his 
arms, utters a pretty speech, and the play is 
over. 

It has been said that the dénouement is not 
sufficientiy strong; that can be remedied. 
Davager should kill Rawdon, which would leave 
the hero’s hands clean, and he (the hero) could 
get the credit for a sort of.heroic interference. 
A rough-and-tumble fight is not enough at 
least in the world of the ideal to wipe out mor- 
tal wrongs. It may be said that the motive is 
weak; but people are not so analytical as to 
object to that if the events that follow are con- 
sistent with it. The heroine is silly and con- 
ceited (that may be excused—most pretty giris 
are) and she favors a criminal in 
preference to one whom she knows to 
be a friend. Then the hero takes to the 
gin-bottle—an action to excite pity, perhaps, 
but certainly not sympathy. This motive is 
not strong; but it will do. Make the action 
direct, for it is naturally swift; eliminate su- 
perfiuities; develop the situation at the end of 
Act III.; make the final climax complete and 
satisfactory—and The Don” will be a go.” 
The author has deftly woven the threads of in- 
terest, but he has not mastered the secret of 
cumulatiye power in construction. The last 
act, moreover, should be stripped of profanity. 

Harry Lee was sometimes indistinet and 
even inaudible, not making all his lines suf- 
ficiently objective, but showing unmistakable 
strength at the points.“ He is a fine enough 
actor to let the points take care of themselves, 
and be can afford to play at his audience a 
little more than he does. Miss Adele Waters 
is a sumptuous biondt, with a taking pres- 
ence, but she must be more sympathetic. 
She dressed so gayly and looked so well that the 
audience did not feel for ber sorrows any 
more than she did herself. Two distinct hits 
were scured by very excellent actors who are 
new to Chicago. George Osbourne played 
Reuben Davager with feeling and power, and 
Mr. Odell of London presented an extremely 
graphic and eccentric portraiture of the Micaw- 
ber-like Montressor. His work was consistent; 
it was not overdone, and it was grimly deli- 
cate in humor. Miss Annie Ellsler, as a ragged 
urchin, was very bright and clever, and sur- 
prised the audience with more than one touch 
of nature. Charles Dickens would have been 
delighted with the manner of Jobe Jennings 
in playing the malicious old Bazzeigette. 
Charles Vandenhoff played the villain ina 
gentiemaniy way—as successful villains 
of drama sbould always be played. 
The author has done injustice to this character 
in making it hypocritical toward the end. The 
ill effect of this inconsistency of course no 
actor can be expeeted to overcome. Too much 
praise can hardly be accorded to the really 
artistic scenic investiture of this piece, and the 
incidental music is also highly appropriate. As 
tor Mr. Barreymore’s play. it is not a revela- 
tion, but it shows him to be clever and prolific 
in invention; but he bas not bandied his mate- 
rial to the very best advantage, and it will bear 
revision. f

Speaking of its intended 
effect, he said it was equivalent te de- 
claring that after a certain date a 
negro found in the State should be 
deemed guilty of a felony and able 
to imprisonment for being guiity of the crime 
of freedom. Tais vigorous denunciation of the 
article caused a ripple of excitement to run 
Ahrough the audience. | 

The Hon. W. H. English read an interesting 
paper on the personnel of the convention. He 


‘mentioned the fact that three of its members 


bad been candidates for Vice-President of the 
United States, and two of them had been 
elected, Messrs. Colfax and Hendricks. Himself 
was the unfortunate’third. The Hon. William 
S. Holman said the convenGon was one of the 
most remarkable assemblages ever gathered 
together in the State, as their work bas fully 
testified.

Let the whirling 
go on ina dark room, and suppose a man 
there knowing nothing of the rod; how will he 
be affected by it? So long as it turns but a few 
times in a second be wilt not be affected at a:l 
uniess be 18 near enough to receive a biow on 
the skin. But as soon as it begius to spin from 
sixteen to twenty times a second a deep, grow 
ing note will break in upon him through bis ear; 
and, as the rate grows swifter, the tone will go 
on becoruing more and more grave, and soon 
more and more acute, till it will reach a pitch 
of surillness hardly to be borne when the speed 
bas to be counted Dy tens of thousands. At 
length, about the stage of 40,000 revolutions a 
second, more or leas, the sbrillness will pass 
into stillness; silence will again reign as at the 
first nor any more be broken. The rod might 
now plunge on in mad fury for a very long 
time without making any difference to the 
man; but let it suddenly come to whiri 
some million times a second, and 
then through intervening space faint 
rays of heat will begin to steal 
toward him, setting up a feeling of warmth in 
his skin, which again will grow more and more 
intense, as now through tens and hundreds and 
thousands of millions the rate of revolution is 
supposed to rise. Why not billions? The 
heat at first will only be so much the greater. 
But, lo! about the stage of tour hundred 
billions there is more—a dim red light be- 
comes visible in the gioom; and now, 
while the rate Still 
heat in its turn dies away, till it van shes as 
the sound vanished; but the red light will have 
passed for the eye into a yellow, a green, a 
blue, and, last of all, a violet. And to the vio- 
jet, the revolutions being about 800,000,000,000 
a second, there will succeed darkness—night, 
as in the beginning. This darkness, too, like 
the stillness, will never more be broken. Let 
the rod whirl on as it may, its doings cannot 
come within the ken of that man’s senses.— 
Prof. Crvom Robertson.

the Prisoner . 
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A Murder Full of Startling Features The 
Fiight of the Perpetrator—Strioken 
with Kemorse. | 


There seems to be no doubt that the con- 


-fessicn made by John M. Wilson in regard to 


the murder of Anthony Daley near Philadel- 


phia in February, 1884, is true. He came into 
the Twelfth Street Station Saturday night 
while under the influence of liquor, and told 
his story. No attention was paid to bim at 
first, as his talk was regarded as the maudlin 
utterances of a drunken man. He was finally 
locked up, however, and a telegram wag sent 
to Philadelpbia to ascertain the truth of bis 
statements. The following answer was re 
ceived last night at police headquarters: 

Austin J. Doyle, Chief of Police: Hold Wiison. Is 
wanted for murder of Anthony Daley, who disap- 
peared myteriously about middie of February, 1884, 
from bis home in Montgomery County, near lvy 
Hill Cemetery. Will send for bim. 

F. R. KELLY, Chief of Detectives. 

The place where the murder was, committed 
was in Cheltenham Township, Montgomery 
County, about nine miles from the city-ball in 
Philadelphia, near track of the Keading 
Road. The waren e an Daley, if Wilson's 
story is to be belreved, did not have an 
irreproachable character. A short time before 
his death he boughta horse and some cows, 
giving a note in bayment, on the back of which 
he had torged bis mother’s name, After we 
murder Wilson sold the.cows, but gave up the 
horse and part of the money paid for the cattle 
when he learned that there was fraud about 
the note. He retained in all about $30, wth 
which ne weut on a spree. reason why 
Daley's disappearance created no suspicion of 
foul play was because a report bad been cur- 
rent tor some time previous to his death that 
be was about to leave town. Wilson of course 
tried ali he could to foster this belief, saving 
when be sold the cattie that it was by the direc- 
tion of Daley that he did so. The neighbors 
even went so far as to believe that Daley 
Wilson staid in the 
vicinity of the crime for several days, and 
then went to Philadelphia, where, stranye to 
say. be was employed by a police officer named 
Freiburg. After ne left his service be drove a 
delivery wagon tor a gardener. One day while 
making his usual rounds he met Daley’s brother, 
who stopped him and asked. Where's Tony?”’ 

He's skipped the country,’’ was the re- 
sponse. 

“D——n you,” said the brother, I believe 
you know where he is, and I also believe you 
set fire to bis house.“ 

At tnis Wilson took fright and went to Balti- 
more, where he remained some time. There he 
met a man gamed King, who accompanicd 
him West. He says that King was a 
hard character, and confessed to robbing 
the safe of a tobacco factory in Buffalo of sev- 
eral thousand dollars. For awhile Wüson 
worked at Blue Island, but subsequently en- 
tered the employ of aman named Nolan, on 
Centre avenue. Nolan bad several children, 
who became very fond of Wilson. Their child- 
ish prattle ana innocent trust in bim added 
fresh pangs to the remorse he was already sut- 
fering. Each artless remark of the chi dren 
made his anguish more poignant. Last Satur- 
day hedrew $5 from his employer and started 
out to get drunk, thinking thus to drown the 
memory of the past. He met some boys on 
the street near the Tweifth Street Station, and 
bought them some ginger-ale. He told them 
that he was going to give himself up to the po- 
lice, and one.of them showed him the way to 
the station. He says that that is the last thing 
he remembers until be ound himseif locked 
up in a cell the next morning. Even then he 
bad no recollection of making a cunfession, 
but thought he had been arrested for some 
drunken frolic. 

Would you have made the confession had 
you been sober?”’ said a reporter to him. 

* ¥-e-e-r-well, no, I don’t beheve I would. It 
would have come some time, I'm sure of that.“ 

„No that you are sober, do you regret hav- 
ing spoken as you did?“ 

“No, sir” (emphatically). I feel a hundred 
per cent better. It’s taken a load off my mind 
which weighed a ton.“ 

Wüson was formerly a sailor and in tatking 
of his voyages shows more than ordinary in- 
telligence and powers of observation. About 


two years ago he was Captain of a brig. 


which plied between Cuba and Quebec. 
He ended his career on ber by seiling 
part of ber freight when he was drunk and 
coming across the Canada line to New York 
with the money. An ioordinate thirst for 
liquor seemsto have been his ruin, as be says 
he was drunk when be committed the murder. 
He is at present locked up at the Twelfth 
Street Station, where he will probably remain 
until officers from Pennsylvan a arrive. He 
maintained his composure until last night. 
By that time his solitary confinement began to 
tell upon him and he broke out crying and 
wailing in a manner pitiful to see. 


THE FACTS FROM THE EAST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
There seems no reason to doubt. the truth of 
the confession of John M. Wilson that he killed 
his employer, Anthony Daley, a Chestnut Hill 
farmer, in January, 1884, and threw the 
chopped-up remains into the Wissahickon 
Creek, there to lie until the spring sunshine 
thawed them out and men came along who 
recognized the pieces as those ot Frederick 
Stahl, and arraigned an innocent German as 
his murcerer, as it was corroborated in every 
particular today by investigation in this city. 
Wilson was employed by Duley; Daley did 
disappear; bis bouse was burned down, as 
Wiison says, and Wilson himself was at that 
time bamed for his death and sought tor pun- 
ishment. John Wilson will be brought irom 
Chicago and tried. The case now rests with 
the District-Attorney of Norristown, in whose 
jurisdiction the murder took place. Anthony 
Daley, the murdered man, lived on a farm of 
fifty acres on the Willow Grove turnpike, 
which runs from Chestnut Hill to Abington 
and beyond. The locality isa lonely one. In 
winter very few peop.e puss along the turn- 
pike, which affords but rough traveling at the 
best. In summer, too, the place is somewhat 
deserted. lu the fall of 1883 Daley, who had a 
wite and one child, found bimself in need of a 
hired man. Then Wilson cume upod the scene. 
He was nothing better than a joaier and a 
tramp. Tired of a sea voyage—he was a 
sailor, and known as Sailor Jack — he lett 
New York and wandered towards Philadeiphia, 
walking, it is said, most of the way. One night 
a farmer living near Daley's place was applied 
to for shelter by a ragyed and unkempt-looking 
creature. He let him sleep in his barn, and 
then before sending bim on his weary tramp 
next morning remembered that his friend 
Daley was looking for an adle-bodied fellow to 
do odd jobs. He told the man, who was none 
other than Wilson, of this, and the latter at 
once walked to the farm and got a situation. 
During the latter part of the vin er 
Daley’s wife was taken sick ana went 
to be cured for by relatives at Germantown. 
She took the child back w.th her, consequently 
the farm-house was left to Daley and his ugly- 
looking employé. There was no one else in 
neighborhood for a long distance. One week 
in the middle of January, 1884, the few 
people happening near the farm became aware 
of the fact that Wilson was its only tenant. 
To some of them be said that Daley was away 
in Philadelphia. Wilson drove about the piace 
in his master’s sleigh, covering his legs with a 
hancsome buffaio robe. The next day he 
drove the two cows and the ture or four pigs 
on the place to market and sold them. 
last that had been seen of Daley was on a Sun- 
day. The next Friday the barn was found 
ablaze. The neighboring farmers managed to 
save the house, which was only slightly touched 
by the flames. Wilson disappeared from that 
day, and Daley was never seen again. 

INACTIVITY OF THE AUTHORITIES, 

Now comes the most wonderful part of the 
story. Daley's relatives decided that Wilson 
had murdered Anthony. Of that they never 
had the slightest question. They talked of. it 
among themselves, and alwaysregarded it as 
an actual fact. The police of Jenkintown, 
Arlington, and the surroundmg places knew 
every circumstance, but they appear to have 
been thoroughiy negligent. Beyond going 
search of Wilson 
is said, never did anything 
to proclaim the commission a foul murder. 
The most amazing inactivity governed the pro- 
ceedings. it was agreed by some of the police 
that ail the remains of Daley had been 
burned up in the barn. When the Wissahickon 
mystery broke upon the public by the finding 
of the mutilated trunk some of them thought 
that the murder brought to light might have 
been that of Daley, but this thought was very 
much weakened and their fervor diluted by

HYDE PARK. 


A LIVELY MEETING OF THE TRUSTEES. 

A very exciting and stormy meeting was held 
last evening by the Hyde Park Viliage Board 
of Trustees. The subject was the question of 
the purchase of additonal pumping machinery 
for the water-works. A report was sub- 
mitted by the Controller of the expenditures 
and revenue of the last six months. Recapit- 
ulation: Expenses, $141,299; appropriations, 
$334,354; balances, $193,055. 

A resolution was introduced by Howard pro- 
viding for the awarding of the contract for 
pumping machinery to the Holly Company at 
$51,000, as recommended by the Committee of 
Investigation. Thompson asked that the reso- 
lution be laid over, and Howard then offered 
a resolution directing the Superintendent of 
Public Works (a member of the commit- 
tee referred to) to prepare a oom- 
parison of the several proposed 
pumping engines. Thompson said that 
there were many rumors concerning the com- 
mittee’s action in recommending the Holly en- 
gine. Cowles deciared that the committee bad 
acted unfairly, and had not given ali the com- 
petitors an equal show. He had been told on 
gvod authority that two members of the com- 
mittee had signed the report against their judg- 
ment and will, and that a statement 
to that éffect had been suppressed 
as out of order by President Spencer. 
President Spencer at once indignantly denied 


the statement, and declared Cow.es’ remark to 


be out of order. Howard demanded or Cowies 
that he withdraw his wo:ds. Cowles refused, 
and Howard thereupon mo ed that Cowles be 
censured. Tobin proposed that aspecial mect- 
ing to discuss the question be heli. Howard 
objected, saying that he did not wish to agso- 
ciate with “slanderers and libelers like 
Cowles.“ Cowles retorted that if he were 
so nice be bad better stay away. President 
Spencer did not put the question on the mo- 
tion to censure Cowles, and the meeting was 
deciared adjourned in the midat of great con- 
fusion. During the debate Howard took occa- 
sion Lo speuk in decidedly bitter and uncompii- 
mentary terms concerning me representatives 
of the press present. Atthe close of the meet- 
ing the reporters demanded and received an 
apology. 

The suppressed communication to the board 
by one of the committee, mentioned above, 
was written by Hawkins. Init be stated that 
one of the biaders bad not been given achance 
to make a test of hs engine, notwithstanding 
an arrangement for that purpose made by the 
committee with bim. 


THE SHIPPING OF STOCK. 


AGENT O'BRIEN OF THE PITTSBURG HU- 
MANE SOCIETY SAYS THERE IS MUCH IN- 
HUMANITY IN IT. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 5.—|Special.|—Agent 
5. F. O’Brien of the Humane Society has re- 
turned from a visit to Chicago, where be went 
to inspect the workings of the Stock- Yards and 
to take a trip over the Pan-Handle to this 
city on a i 9stock-train, in order to 
ascertain the treatment given stock by train- 


men and the length of time usually taken in 


the passage from Chicago to this city. At 
Chicago, said Mr. O’Brien, “I saw in one day 
seven cattle afflicted with lockiaw superin- 
duced by injuries received en route 
or after their arrival They were shot 
on discovery and o out of the 
yards. Cripples were spotted by the humane 
and also local bealth authorities.“ He says 
the time of etock-trains is not rapid enough. 
-Stock-trains are subordinated to all other 
classes of freichts. The run from Chicago to 
this city might easily be made in twenty- 
eight hours, whereas from forty to fifty 
are consumed, Stock receives not a drop of 
water or a mouthful of food on the rdad. The 
way the engineers allow their engines and cars 
to crash together is productive of great suffer- 
Ing to the animais, as they are thrown down 
und trampled upon, and unless some one poles 
or lifts them up they are tranipled to 
death or terribly injured. We took on a car- 
load of horses at Columbus, and one of them 
was crippied so that it did not get over it. 
These horses were started ten hours ahead of 
us from Chicago, and until they got to this 
city, fifty hours afterwards, they had nothing 
to eat or drink. As a rule those in charge of 
trains have no mercy on the poor brates. We 
could make information against the crew 
of every train that comes into this city 
if we cared to, but it is not our purpose to act 
in this manner. We must do sometiing, how- 
ever, to mitigate the shipping of animals 
hauied on stock-trains long distances, I think 
all of the roads running in and out of Chicago, 
east or west, north or south, have very imper- 
fect arrangements.“ 


PULLMAN, 


LITTLE CHANGE IN THE SITUATION. 

The situation was much as usual yesterday 
at Pullman. It had been understood that the 
freight shops, which have lain idle for about 
two weeks, would resume operations yester- 
day morning, and about sixty men appeared 
for work. The shops were not opened, how- 
ever, and it is probable that the building of 
freight-cars will be resumed Wednesday morn- 
ing. The shops give employment to about 200 
men, of whom half are laborers and 
half car-buiiders. Tue freigtit-car builders 
have not deen informed their 
wages will be reduced and were 
laid off about two weeks ago for the reason 
that work had given out. They, however, ex- 
pect a reduction, and to all appearances are 
ready to go to work. During the morning the 
hammer-shop men and blacksmiths who are 
out beid a meeting and appointed & committee 
to confer with the company at 6 o’clock last 
evening. Manager Spaulding and Assistant 
Manager Bradley stated last night that no com- 
mittee bad been to them, and that they had 
heard nothing of any such movement. The 
statement in an afternoon paper yesterday 
that six Pinkerton detectives were on duty at 
Pullman yesterday had no foundation what- 
ever in fact. 


THE ST. LOUIS FAIR. 

St. Lovrs, Mo., Oct. 5.—The annual fes- 
tival week began today with the opening of the 
twenty-fifth fair ot the Agricuitural and Me- 
chanical Association. There was a very large 
attendance. The fair excels any preceding 
one, and is especially strong in live stock, the 
horses and cattie being particularly fine in 
quality and great in numbers. Taken in con- 
necuon with the trotting races given by the 
association, the display of borses is undoubted- 
ly the finest ever brought together on this 
Continent. The program for the week will in- 
clude the spectacie of the Veiled Proptets and 
the industrial parade, both of which will be 
very elaborate and of unusual splendor. Be- 
sides, there will be nightly the brilliant and 
beautiful street illumination, the like of which 


| has never been attempted elsewhere in this 


country, and the exposition, which stands un- 
rivaled as a local institution.

THE HENNEPIN CANAL, 


ITS FRIENDS WILL INSIST SOMETHING BE- 
ING DONE FOR IT—IF NOT THEY WILL OP- 
POSE RIVER AND HARBOR MEASURES. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 5.— [Special. 

Some of the leading friends of the Hennepin 
Canal project have recently disciosed an im- 
portant feature in their program for the com- 
ing winter. Their war-cry is to be, No Hen- 
nepin, no River and Harbor bill.“ Sup- 
porters of the Hennepin project were 
last year embarrassed by a question which 
was raised inthe House. The objection was 
that the new Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors had no jurisdiction over the subject of 
canals, and, consequently, that its report had 
no standing in the House. The preliminary 
device that has been suggested as necessary to 
overcome this difficulty is a change in the 
name of the new River and Harbor Committee 
to the Committee on Waterways. This, it is 
maintained, would give the committee the 
necessary jurisdiction. 


MOB VENGEANCE THREATENED. 

CLAYTON, Del., Oct. 5.—A number of men 
well supplied with ropes and tackie were 
couring the country in this vicinity in search 
of Charles Rovinson, a negro, who committed 
a felonious assault on Mrs. Orson Gardner, a 
respectabie white woman. The remembrance 
of the Neal casé of four years ago, in which 
the perpetrator of a similar crime in the same 
neighborhood was acquitted, is an incentive to 
resort to lynch law in this case. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., Oct. 5.—Lafayette 
Tweedy, who was stabbed by Joseph Whitmore 
at Huntsville, died this morning.

“COUNT” ZACHAROFF, 


THE AMIABLE RUSSIAN BIGAMIST WELL 
REMEMBERED IN CHICAGO-—HIS ABILITY 
AS A LIAR. 

The dispatches recently published in Tu 
TRIBUNE about “Count” Zacharoff, his suc- 
cess in wedding a wealthy young New York 
woman, the discovery by the young woman's 
friends that he bad another wife ‘living, and 
the denouement when confronted by her in 
Belgium, were undoubtedly read with interest 
by a great many Chicago citizens. Some of 
them perhaps wondered if he were the same 
Zacharoff they had known in former and more 
prosperous days. He was the same. It was be 
who first dazzled them as a star of the first 
magnitude in the Patti firmament when 
be combined business as an agent 
of the Mann Boudoir Car Company with pleas- 
ure in supervising the material welfare of the 
prima donna. Most of the Chicago people 
knew him as the friend of Patti ior a brief 
season. Then they got onto”’ bim as an un- 
usually entertaining liar. He ate many good 
dinners in Chicago, but be always guve value 
for value received in the recital of bis adven- 
tures. The hoteis ali knew bim, for though an 
aristocrat be was not above mingling wth the 
plebelan crowd as long as be was not pressed 

pay his bills. The despair of all the local 
udes, he never showed his superiority by 
patronizing their feeble attempis to imitate 
him. The friend, companion, brother of all 
the newspaper men of the city, he never 
was above drawing loose change out 
ot their pockets or letting them pay för the 
drinks. When be took his daily promenade 
along the crowded down-town thoroughfares 
be never could compiain of disrespectful treat- 
ment, for even the irreverent newsboys and 
bootbiacks were awed into silence, 

The Count never reaily gained the entrée 
into Chicago polite society because certain 
plebeian instincts early showed themselves, 
and be contented bimself with dazzling the 
clubs, the hotels, and the beer-halis. He left 
behind him no unpleasant memories, because 
he never succeeded in beguiling any one here 
to a considerable extent. Some perhaps may 
cherish a slight animosity because of promises 
to introduce them to Patti which were 
never kept, but if they stop to think 
how really clever the feliow’s lies were they 
will undoubtedly forgive and forget. For in- 
stance, there were the thriliing adventures of 
which the Count was whom” in the Russo- 
Turkish war. His beroic deeds at Pievna, his 
deadly slaughter of eleven Turks with the jew- 
eled sabre the Czar gave him, and dozens of 
like adventures need only to be mentioned to 
recall their vivid recital to the minds of those 
who heard them. Chiefly, however, he will be 
remembered for his relations to Skobeleff—his 
comrade on many a bloody field. Doubt- 
less a good many Chicago people remem- 
ber thé story of that lark which Zach- 
aroff and Skobelef had one night in 
Paris, when they both got on ajgiorious drunk 
and Skobeleff formally declared war against 
Germany:and England by Russia and France. 
The disclosure of state secrets which the Rus- 
sian soldier—not the Count—then made, the 
mighty uproar which tollowed, the vain at- 
tempt of Gen. Ignatieff to pacify tho enraged 
Teutons and Britons, the international compli- 
cations which threatened to invoive ali Europe 
inwar, the final pacification of the Powers 
through the joint diplomacy of Gortschakoff 
and Zacharoff, were all told in a way 
that showed the . boudoir-car man was 
up to i snuff. The deep, dark wmys- 
tery of Skobeleff’s death, known only to 
his dear friend Zacharoff, and not to be dis- 
closed during the life of the present Czar, was 
also an interesting chapter, for which the abie 
liar wbetted curiosity by giving only a glimpse. 
But since there are numerous people to whom 
it was to be given in confidence the episode 
may be saved to the world. 

All told, it is the fervent wish of those who 
enjoyed the friendship of Count Zacharoff 
during ois stay in Chicago that the next Rus- 
sian Count who comes along, whether in the 
guise of a brakeman or as a full-blown boudoir 
agent, may possess a small portion of his 
talent as an entertaining liar.

ness gave all the connections of the Pennsyi- 
vania Road between this city and Pittsburg, 
The South Pennsylvania Railroad, as Mr. 
Thomson understood it, would connect with 
the Reading Railroad at Harrisburg. He would 
say, however, that for along time it had been 
understood on the part of the investors in the 
South Pennsylvania Kailroad. that they were 
not altogether tied up with the Reading Road 
and at any time might give up its business. 
Reading’s méthod of reaching Pittsburg was 
through the South Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Mr. Thompson then related the history of the 
negotiations of the Beech Creek and South 
Pennsylvania transfers, his story being about 
the same as that related by President Roberts 
last week. During 1884 and subsequently ‘there 
was much talk among railroad men about the 
South Pennsylvania project. All the trunk 
lines were drifting into a very serious financial 
condition, and the managers of all felt that it 
was necessary to stop if possible the ruinous 
competition which the building of new roads 
was causing. The witness had a number of in- 
terviews with prominent railroad men on the 
subject, but nothing definit was done. President 
Roberts had always expressed a desire to 
purchase the Beech Creek Road, but until 
about the beginaing of this year he would 
not have anything to do with the South Penn- 
sylvania Road. The Attorney-General asked 
the witness why Mr. Roberts, as President of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, wanted finally 
to get control of “a lot of holes in the 
ground,” the South Pennsylvania Road then 
consisting principally of a series of tunnels, 
The witness replied that it was simply to keep 
the South Pennsylvania from becoming a 
link, which might keep up the troubies among 
the trunk lines. Later on, in an interview, 
President Roberts told Gen. Magee that he 
would not feel proud of possessing the South 
Pennsylvania at any price, but that be was pre- 
pared to negotiate for the Beech Creek alone.

[The Ingersoll was butit at South Haven m 1881 
at a cost of $12,000. In 1884 she was thrown out of 
class by the insurance inspectors because her boil- 
ers were not protected from the surrounding wood- 
work. That year her machinery went to pieces 
during a heavy gale and she narrowly escaped 
foundering. She was picked up end towed to Chi- 
cago, where she received entire new machinery, 
and this year was rated A2 on & Valuation of 
$8,000.)

PRESBYTERIAN MINISTERS. 
CALLS FOR AID—RESIGNATIONS—OTHER BUSI- 
NESS. 


The semi-annual meeting of the Chicago 
Presbytery was held yesterday at the Presby- 
terian Church at Oak Park, Moderator J. H. 
Worcester in the chair. The Rev. Thomas M. 
Green announced his resignation as pastor of 
the First Church at Joliet on account of HII 
health and asked for a dismissal to the Idaho 
Presbytery, which was granted. A committee 


was appointed to prepare resolutions touching 


the death of Judge Moore, formerly Moderator 
of the presbytery. 

The Reunion Church represented that a 
mortgage of $4,000 falls due next July; that its 
income would not vay one-haif of its expenses, 
and that it must close its doors unless aid was 
torthcoming. The matter was referred to a 
special committee of five. 

David Ayers made a plea for the Lake 
Church, which would bave to suspend ere 
many months unless the presbytery came to 
the rescue. The church has a bonded ingebt- 
edness of $3,000 and a floating debt of $5,600. 
This was also referred to a special committee. 
Judge Waite deciared that the insolvent cond: 
tion of these churches was due to gross 
mismanagement and the presbytery sbould not 
allow inexperienced men to build churchés. 
Dr. 8. J. McPherson said it was just this kind 
of financiermg that made Presbyterian ice- 


bergs out of business-men when they were ap- 


proached for funds. The Rev. J. J. K. McClure 
offered a resolution to the effect that any 
church supported by the Home Missionary So- 
ciety when about to erect an edifice should 
submit the specifications and builder’s esti- 
mates to the Church Extension Committee be- 
fore accepting any contracts. Referred. 

A call from the Church of the Covenant to 
Dr. David R. Breed was accepted. 

The resignation of the Rev. R. B. Clark as 
pastor of the Forty-first Street Church was an- 
nounced, but as Mr. Ciark bad not requested a 
dissolution of the pastoral relation the matter 
was tabied. 

Commissioners to the synod were elected as 
follows: Ministers, F. O. Ballard, G. C. Noyes, 
W. G. Clark. E. L. Davis. A. M. Man, R. W. 
Patterson, E. C. Ray, E. F. Sawers, A. G. Wil- 
son, W. G. Woodbridge, and A. C. Zenos: El- 
ders, William Adam, B. L. Chamberlain, Thom- 
as Hood, A. D. Hull, Jonn McLean, F. E.

STIRE IT IS GENUINE. 

MR, GUNTHER SATISFIED THAT HE HAS SHAKS- 
PEARE’S AUTOGRAPH—OTHER TREASURES. 
Mention was made some months ago of the 

purchase by C. F. Gunther of this city of a 
copy of one of the early folio editions uf Shake- 
peare’s works which had an autograph of the 
writer. The book was believed to be one 
which had belonged to Dr. Ward, who lived at 
Stratford-on-Avon. The genuineness of this 
find was denied in England and did not meet 
with full belief in this country. Mr. Gunther, 
who has just returned from a summer trip 
across the water, says that he has secured ad- 
ditional evidence that the autograph is genuine. 
Not only has he found the admission of the 
fact that there was such a book as the Ward 
Shakspeare known to exist, but he had the 
pleasure of looking at Dr. Ward’s handwriting 
as it appears in a diary kept by bim and now 
in existence at London, and he finds that the 
handwriting is the same as that which occurs 
in the book which he .believes to be the one 
that Dr. Ward owned. Fortified by these addi- 
tional links of evidence be thinks that he can 
safely say that he has the only Shakspeare sig- 
nature there is in this country and one of the 
few that are known to be in existence. 

Mr. Gunther did not limit himself to the col- 
lection of Shakspeariana, however, but added 
largely to his valuable collection of manu- 
scripts. Among the curiosities which he picked 
up are the original of ** Auid Lang Syne,“ which 
cost a pretty penny; a letter of Chariotte Cor- 
day, something not to be found every day; a 
letter? from George the Third to his 
Minister saying that he will give an 
audience to the. American Minister, 
John Adams, but adding that itis the most 
painful act of his life; the original of 


Byron’s Prometheus; and two or three Grant . 
letters which had in some curious way drifted | 


over to France. It is to be regretted that Mr. 
Gunther does not classify and arrange his 
singularly valuable collection so that those in- 
terested in such matters might have some 
chance to see what it contains.

The Irish people have 
taken the Liberal at his word. After the next 
general election the Irish representation in 
Parliament will be for the most part agreed, 
and they will do anything they like. The Irish 
people owe nothing to either English party. 
From the abolition of the Irish Parliament to 
this day neither party has made any conces- 
sion to the Irish people except under the in- 
fluence of fear. All they want is to be quit of 
both and to restore their own Parliament in 
their own National Capital. 


COUNTY ORDERS. 

BROKERS DOING A BRISK BUSINESS IN CASH- 
ING COUNTY EMPLOYES’ ORDERS AT A DIS- 
COUNT. 

Owing to the extravagance of the Democratic 
County Board some brokers in the city are cal- 
culating to reapa rich harvest. Although it is 
only the beginning of October the county bas 
run out of funds so completely that not only 
the contractors who furnish supplies for the 
county institutions, but even subordinate offi- 
cialis are paid in county orders payable accord- 
ing to the number they bear as soon as the tide 
begins to rise in the county treasury. This may 
take place in December or early in January. 
The current monthly expenses of the county, 
however, being heavy, there is but a slim 
chance of any of the orders issued at present 
being paid before the time when the buik of 
the taxes can be collected. This will be in 
March next. The majority of those paid in 
county orders will, therefore, have to wait six 
months. There are a number of brokers who 
buy these county orders. The usual charge is 
from 5 to 10 per cent of the face value and 
varies according to the amount of the order 
and the number it bears; that is, the time that 
will probably elapse before it is liquidated 
is taken into consideration. The profits 
to the brokers are large, particularly consider- 
ing that the element of risk is very small, the 
only drawback being the uncertainty of the 
time of payment. They consider the orders as 
an absolutely safe investment. It is the petty 
officehoiders who live from hand to mouth that 
are principally compelled to have their orders 
cashed by the brokers. The large contractors, 
whose orders sometimes run up to $5,000 or 
more, can, asa rule, afford to wait. Their 
orders are deposited with their bankers and 
taken as collateral security without any deauc- 
tion. The amounts of the orders vary from 
jurors’ certificates of $18 or $20 to larger orders 
for salaries and thousands ot dollars for sup- 
plies. Brokers claim that the business 
done by them in county orders this fall is 
no larger than it has been for two 
or three years. The aggregate, however, 
will, at the end of the season, necessarily be 
larger than in other years, since the county bas 
begun issuing orders much earlier than bither- 
to. The business is quite extensive. 
ker has about $10,000 invested in county orders, 
while some of them do not touch them at all. 
The lack of confidence in the County Board is 
so great that one banker expressed a fear that 
there might be something wrong even about 
the buying up of these orders, that preference

A SLIGHT CHANGE. 

Collector of internal Revenue Rensselaer 
Stone, who bas received notice from Washing- 
ton of his appointment as Custodian of the 
Government Buliding in accordance with the 
pian recentiy adopted transferring its custody 
from the Collector of Customs to the Collector 
of Internal Revenue. Mr. Stone heid a con- 
ference eariy in the day with Collector See- 
berger, Assistant-Custodian Campbell, and 
ex-Collector Jcsse Spalding, during which 
the transfer was made. The details of such 
a transfer are very simple because the books 
and papers are all kept by the assistant cus- 
todian, who also attends to the correspond- 
ence with the Treasury department and looks 
atter the work of employés. The transfer 
consists principally in ordering the assistant 
custodian to report to Mr. Stone instead of 
Colleoter Seeberger. At the same time the 
change carries with it considerable responsi- 
biiity and some patronage. The Custodian’s 
force vuries from forty to sixty persons. At 
present it consists of forty-nine. None of 
these are protected by the civil-service rules. 
The highest wages paid to any of the em- 
ployés, aside from the assistant custodian, who 
receives $1.800, is that of the chief engi- 
neer, who gets $1,500. Then there are 
a few more positions at $1,200, $1,000, and 8800 
per year, and a dozen or fifteen scrubwomen 
at 75 cents per day. Judging by appearances 
the softest snap ’”’ about the building must be 
that of window-cleaner or “wasber.’’

A SUBSTITUTE FOR COAL, 


STEAM MADE BY PETROLBOM AND WORK- 
ING WELL IN © RNIA. 

San Francisco Bulletin: Coal is not oneap in 
this State; and there is little prospect that it 
ever willbe. Up to this date no genuine coal 
has been found in Califoruia, or at least none 
which figures in the marketa, Lignite is found 
at various points. The Mount Diablo mines 
supply a great deal of this material, but for 
some reason not so much as formerly. There 
is a considerable deposit of lignite at Ione Val 
ley, the larger part of whielt is owned by the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. Some of 
the private owners have been supplymg¢ it to 
milis and factories at low prices. It is a iow- 
grade, even for lignite, and its commercial vaiue 
is not much above $3.50 ton delivered at 
points say 100 miles from mine, or rather 
from the beds, for the lignite of Ione Valley 
appears to occupy a flat stratum of a few feet 
in thickness. Steam coals are brought from 
Puget Sound for the supply of a considerable 
part of the consumption of the Central and Pa- 
cific Railroads. The Carbon Hill mine, near 
Tacoma, is owned by these railroad companies, 
and the large steamsbip Sau Pedro, owned by 
these companies, can make about three trips a 
month bringing 4,000 tons a trip from the Car- 
bon Hill mines, or say 12,000 tons a month. 
Besides this amount considerable English coal 
is used by the railway companies. The aver- 
age price per ton it mar be premised of all 
coal at present consumed by these railway 
companies, ranges from $7 to $8. Perhaps $7 
is nearer the figure. : 

Sooner or later the Pacific coast will do its 
own manufacturing, provided cheap fuel can 
be found. In this view the experiments which 
have recently been made petroleum ‘for 
steam purposes are of special interest. The 
Central Pacific Railroad Company bas used this 
fuel on the Solano, the largest ferryboat in the 
world—employed in taking railway trains 
ao oss the Straits of Carqpinez—for nearly a 
year. Petroleum bas also u used for some 
months on one of the largest freight ferry 
steamers employed in trausporting freight- 
trains from Oakland Creek to Sau Francisco. 
The Piedmont, the newest and most commodi- 
ous of all the ferry paséenger steamers be- 
tween San Francisco and Oakiand, has just 
been withdrawn from service in order to fit her 
for burning petroleum. The changes involve 
only a slight expense and are simple in their 
application. An iron tank is placed at a suita- 
bie elevation above the boilers. Pipes lead to 
the furnace. Of course the petroleum would 
enter the furnace by the mere force of gravita- 
tion. Just over the furnace-doors there is a 
perforated pipe from which. the oil is thrown 
in jets into the furnace. But in order to make 
the combustion more perfect, just under this 
pipe 1s placed a steam-p which throws out 
jets of superheated steam, spraying as it were 
the petroleum. The superheated steam being 
deprived of moisture, is for the most part a 
gas which adds to the intensity of the flame. 

It has required some years of experiments 
to reach this degree of success. There have 
been many failures. But whoever will watch 


the use of petroleum upon the great ferryboat 


Solano will nave little doubt of the success of 
the present use ot crude petroleum for steam 
purposes. It is probable all the ferry- 
boats will finally burn pe um and the loco- 
motives on all routes where coal is as dear as 
it now is in San Francisco. For while foreign 
coais, by reason of low bts, are cheap, 
they are nut cheap enougu to answer the re- 
quirements for steam pu 

The saving in the use of leum over coal 
for steam on the terryboats is understood to 
be about 60 per cent. Now suppose the price 
of good steam coal averages $7 a ton, petro- 
leum at the present cost would only represent

EUROPEAN TOURIST SEASON, 


BAD SEASON FOR PARIS—AMERICANS AND 
ENGLISH KEEP AWAY FROM THE STALE 
AND EXTORTIONATE CITY. 

PARIS, Sept. 24.—[Special to London Times. | 
—The tourist season is virtually at an end, 
and Parisian hotelkeepers and tradesmen have 
little reason for satisfaction. Tbings have not, 
indeed, been so bad as last year, but this is not 
saying much. The cholera.at Toulon and Mar- 
seilles then deterred Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans from coming to Paris, and the hotel lists 
were thinner than in any year since 1870. This 
year is not quite so bad, but the improvement 


is not very great. No doubt the outbreak of 


cholera in the south, though comparatively 
mild, bas again had an effect, for in July the 
steamers bad begun to be crowded, and the 
spectacle of half a dozen drags full of exéur- 
sionists wus Once more presented; but this did 
not last long. Although the arrival of cholera 
at Paris became less and less probable, the 
number of visitors fell to a very low figure. 
But the fear of cholera has evidently only 
accelerated and intensified what would have 
happened even without it. Paris is losing its 
attractiveness and increasing its expensive- 
ness, not merely as a place of residence but as 
the object of a visit. For residents, particu- 
larly for Americans, there is something more 
than the absence of a Court. Thereis arepub- 
lic which bas ceased to sacrifice to the graces, 
and avoids all display or festivity, and charges 
and fleeces unmercifully the stranger within its 


gates. The 14th of July is the only day in the 


year which at all relieves the monotony, and 
the 14th of July itself has acquired a same- 
ness, while its iliuminatons will bear no com- 
parison to those of South Kensington. For 
foreigners not sufficiently conversant with 
French to enjoy theatres, there is a great lack 
of evening amusements. The opera flourished 
for some years on the curiosity felt to see the 
new house. This has now become stale, and 
the performances are not equal to the build-

Diplomatic and fashionable gatherings are also 
on the decline. Society does not recognize a 
republic governed by barristers and pro!es- 
sors, and reduces its receptions to a minimum, 
while the municipality seems bent on driving 
away the nobility by giving offensive revolu- 
tionary names to the streets which they in- 
habit.

— Rad- 
ward Robbins of this city will begin explora- 
tions for gold at a point some eight miles north 
of this city tomorrow. Mr. Robbins bas a prom- 
ising prospect of quartz rock, of which there is 
a large vein, carrying gold, silver, galena, cop- 
per-ore, and other metals. The importance of 
the project is not so much in this as in the fact 
that the owner will try placer mining. He feels 
confident that a branch of the Dead River, 
which runs within about 200 feet of the vein, 
will yield good returns from its close proximity 
to the gold-bearing rock.

It requires only one man as fire- 
man; there is no punching or stirring up of 
the fuel; it takes care of itself; there is no 
stocking up of twenty, thirty, or forty tons of 
coal for ferry use, but simply the filling of a 
tank with crude petroleum once a day. 

The fact that experiments in the use of pe- 
troleum, covering now the greater part of a 
year, bave been so successful that all the ferry- 
boats controlled by the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company will probably be fitted for the use of 
this fuel is one just now of g. eat importance. 
It suggests a revolution in the use of steam 
fuel in California. There is a great deal of 
crude. petroleum in the State—enough, it is 
said, to supply the demand at present for steam 
fuel. Petroleum can now be obtained in large 
quantities in a crude state for about 14 cents a 
gallon. At that price it is maintained that no 
steam coal laid. down in California can compete 
with crude petroleum for steam purposes. The 
successful use of the latter for steam purposes 
is one of the important events of the day.

THEY INEBRIATEH THEMSELVES ON CIDER 
AND SCANDALIZE THREE COUNTIES. . 

Norwicu, Conn., Oct. 2.—The yield of apples 
this season in New London, Windham, and Tol- 
land Counties was never equaled before. Every 
tree is heavily laden with fruit. Spiendid fruit 
is sold at 10 cents a bushel, given away, or 
carted to the mills, around which apples are 
piled in great gold and pink tinted piles as high 
as a man's head. The milis grind all day and 
are flanked by big open tubs of the sweet ap- 
ple juice, which 1s free for all. 

The Tolland County cows know a good thing 
when they see it. They have always been fond 
of sweet cider, and they never miss a chance 
to get drunk at the mills. They are enjoying 
themselves this fall. Not less than half a 
dozen of them have deen gloriously drunk 
within a few weeks and the rest are awaiting a 
chance to follow suit.

JOTTINGS FROM UTAH. 


The strawberry crop in Utab was unusually 
large last spring, and they now have the novel 
feature of fresh, nice, ripe berries in market 
from the same plants. The second crop is not 
large, but of fine flavor. 

Salt Lake has a fine bathing resort at Gar- 
field and Lake Point landings, on Great Salt 
Lake, twenty miles west of thecity. Fifty 
thousand people visited these resorts this sea- 
son. Salt Lake City is sadly afflicted with 
diphtheria, and many children are being car- 
ried away by the disease. With a population 
of 30,000 people the Mormon authorities, who 
run the City Government, have never provided 
any sewerage, and the city is in such a filthy 
condition as to invite disease. 

Utah has larger crops of grain, hay, and 
fruits than ever before known in the Territory. 
Prices rule very low, while the outside mar-

The process 
is an interesting one, the secret of which was 
obtained by aman who went to Lancashire 
and spent four years toget it. He was com- 
peiled to learn the Lancashire dialect before 
he could get in.

REDUCING THE PRICE OF BEER. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 3.—Competition among 
the Cincinnati brewers has led to a reduction 
in the price of beer from $8 to $7 a barrel. A 
further reduction to $6 is considered quite . 
/ probable. The great reduction in the price of 
hops makes it possible, it is said, to make beer 
at lower rates than have heretofore prevailed. 
Saloonkeepers dia not ask for the reduction, 
and would rather the brewers would improve 
the quality of their beer than reduce prices. 
The danger to the saloonkeepers is that they 
will have to sell two gia of beer for five 
cents, which would be out of proportion to the 
reduction in the price per barrel.

They think it not impossible that 
the idea that the deal has been abandoned was 
thrown out for the sake of inducing a lot of tallers 
to let go, and that they have sold ont, leaving the 
others free to do as they list and reap all the profit 
of the transaction. Others, however, think that if 
there be a squeeze it will be simply a case of the 
market cornering itself, the operation being 
favored by the moist weather, which is keeping 
corn back. The supplyis small enough to make 
cash corn really scarce, and the shipping demand 
is a little ahead of the supply. We note that a lot 
of 96,000 bu of our No. 2 was soldin Now York 
yesterday at 50%.
